N Monpay, August 19, the Cape Playhouse will pre- 


sent its first Shakespearean play, “Romeo and Juliet.” | 


This masterpiece was written over three hundred years ago, 
and is still one of the most popular of the plays of all times. 
It has been played by the greatest actors of each succeeding 
age, and within the past half century with brilliant suc- 
cess by such artists as Edwin Booth, Ellen Terry, and Sir 
Johnston Forbes-Robertson. Five years ago Jane Cowl 
revived it with great distinction in New York. 


Romeo and Juliet has been translated into languages 
too numerous to mention, and it has been played in every 
clime and under every condition. Strange to say it is es- 
timated to have made more money over a longer period of 
years than any play ever written, and this fact alone would 
give some idea of the play’s intrinsic qualities which have 
lasted through the centuries. 


Many persons unfortunately tend to look upon good 
literature as a bore and a chore, overlooking the beauties 
and subtilities of a somewhat lost art. There seems to 
have grown up around Shakespeare a superstition that he 
is heavy and lugubrious, and that he must be played ac- 
cordingly. As a matter of fact, the bard himself was 
frolicsome and a jovial gentleman, and would have loathed 
the dour treatment sometimes given his plays. And hence 
the Cape Playhouse plans to give the production in the 





spirit that was meant, and with cuts so that the play 
will run two hours, the time consumed by the aver- 
age modern play. It has been done so as to bring ) 
out all the charm, the humor, and the poignancy of 
the play. 

We have been fortunate in securing an excellent 
cast for this purpose, among whom are Mrs. Edith 
Barrett, lately Walter Hampden’s leading lady in 
“Caponsacchi’’, who plays Juliet in the Cape Play- 


house production; Mr. Elliot Cabot, who played the 
lover in ‘“‘Coquette’’, as Romeo in our production; 
Miss Alice John as the nurse, and Mr. Wright 
Kramer as Friar Lawrence, both leading actors of dis- 
tinction, as well as the excellent permament players 
of the Cape Playhouse company including Dodd 
Mehan, Gene Gowing, L’Estrange Millman, Corbet 
Morris, Cecil Clovelly, and a host more. ‘The pro- 
duction is being staged and directed by Leo G. Car- 
roll, last playing in A. A. Milne’s ‘“The Perfect 
Alibi’. Mr. Carroll received brilliant notices from 
the New York critics. He directed the 1926 Cape 
Playhouse production of G. K. Chesterton's “‘Magic’’. 
and also appeared here in ‘“‘Meet the Wife’’, with 
Janet Beecher. Mr. Carroll's best known New 
York production is ‘Havoc’, a play which caused 
considerable comment several years ago.
